ENGLISH COAL MINERS VOTE 
OVERWHELMINGLY FOR STRIKE 


| Refusal of Colliery to Bargain Col- 


lective With Local Union 
Causes Action. 
LONDON, April 20.—Coal ‘miners 
of England and Wales have voted 
overwhelminglyy to strike, it was 
announced today. 

Ballots cast April 15 and 16 
showed 444,546 in favor of a walk- 
out and 61,445 opposed. Represen- 
tatives of the miners will meet in 
London April 30 to decide when to 
give strike notices, the Mine Work- 
ers’ Federation said. 

The strike is planned .in protest 
against the refusal of owners of the 
Harworth Colliery in Nottingham- 
shire to hold collective bargaining 
negotiations with the Federation’s 
local. 

The 800 strikers at the Harworth 
mine have refused to return to 
work until they are guaranteed 
there will be no discrimination 
against them for membership in 
the Mine Workers’ Federation.

Waste, Subversive Activity and

saw her on Nov. 29, 1935. 

He testified he was in St: Louis 
on June 7, 1932, the date when Miss 
Sabine says that in her apartment 
in New York, he agreed to pay 
her $300 a month salary and 20 
per cent commission on profits. 
Lambert was able to verify he was 
at his home in the Park Plaza 
Hotel, St. Las, from May 31, said?

Lambert from 1932 to date. Lam- 
bert testified all of these securities 
were purchased in St. Louis and 
that they were all still in his pos- 
session. 

Lambert said that he was retired 
but that he maintained business of- 
fices in St. Louis and had had a 
woman secretary to whom he paid 
$200 a month for the past several 
years. 

“Did you ever, as Miss Sabine 
has alleged, promise to keep her 
for the rest of her natural life 
and tell her that she would never 
be in want?” Robbins asked. 

“I did not,” was the reply. 

Lambert added that all his con- 
tacts with Miss Sabine were after 
business hours and that she was 
employed as a secretary by a Wall 
Street brokerage firm. 

“Did you ever promise her she 
would never be in financial need 
throughout her life?” his attorney 
asked. “I did not,“ 
answered. 

He said Miss Sabine had attended 
parties at which he was present 
and once had ben a guest on his 
yacht in company with several of 
her friends. és 

“It was just a summer party. We 
took a ride up the river,” he said. 
Like Miss Sabine, Lambert indi- 
cated there was never anything im- 
proper in their relations.

The court order prohibits mass 
picketing and interference with the 


business and employes of the com- 
pany, but allows peaceful picket- 
ing in numbers designated by Judge 
Kirkwood. * 

R. N. Hill, factory manager, said 
he expected a sufficient force of 
employes to report n the morning 
“to do some work.” “I expect quite 
a few to come in,” he stated. 

Position of Company. 

The company, which closed its 
plants at 1806 and 1817 Pine street 
last Wednesday because of the 
strike, which called for union rec- 
ognition, announced in a letter sent 
to employes with their pay checks 
late last week that operations 
would be resumed if an injunction 
was granted. The company, which 
normally employes about 1450 men 
and women workers, added that it 
intended to comply with the Wag- 


leaders, “and all persons acting un- 
der their authority and direction.” 
Those enjoined are ordered to re- 
frain from “preventing or attempt- 
ing to prevent any persons from en- 
gaging in or remaining in the em- 
ployment of the Century Electric 
Co—from hindering those desiring 
to work—from congregating or as- 
sembling in the vicinity of any of 
the company’s property and from 
parading in the vicinity of company 
property in mass formation.” 

The order directed that peaceful 
picketing “in numbers not to ex- 
ceed 50 persons at any one time 
in the whole vicinity of each plant” 
would be allowed, but that not more 
than three pickets would be per- 
mitted in front of any one entrance, 
The order also protects the families 
and homes of workers and the prop- 
erty of the company.

employes who joined the company 
in an injunction suit directed 
against union picketing took the 
witness stand today and asked that 
they be allowed to withdraw from 
the suit.

had failed to establish her case. 

Before she began her testimony 
yesterday ber attorney told the 
Court that although Lambert had 
made some payments to her, he still 
owed the amount of salary claimed 
and a share of the profits on deals 
in which she had advised him. 
The plaintiff was qualified to ad- 
vise Lambert. who is a manufac- 
turer of aeronautical apparatus 
and chemical compounds, because 
of experience she gained through 
employment by a Wall street con- 
cern, her attorney said. 

Lambert first met her in St. Louis 
in 1928 when she wasin the chorus 
of a musical show, Robbins said. 
“He met her at a party after the 
show. The next time he met her 
was in the following year while 
traveling in an observation car 
from St. Louis to Boston. She re- 
minded him at that time of the 
previous meeting. ' 


“After that he saw her from time 
to time when he came to New York, 
took her to the theater, gave her 
presents, a check for Christmas, 
about $990 from 1933 to 1935. She 
was employed in a brokerage house 
for a time. Mr. Lambert never 
employed her and never paid her 
any salary or commissions. 

“As to the statement that she 
was his secretary, Mr. Lambert has 
at the present time a secretary who 
has been in his employ for 10 years. 
He pays her $200 a month. The de- 
fendant never received any advice 
from the plaintiff. He didn’t need 
1” 

“Nobody Else Present.” 

Robbins noted that in each of 
the six causes of action set forth 
in the complaint it was alleged that 
the agreement had been made with 
“nobody else present.” 

Miss Sabine said she first met the 
defendant in the home of “his 
brother-in-law, Mr. Milliken, in St. 
Louis,” and thereatfer saw him oc- 
casionally for a period of about two 
weeks. 

In the summer of 1929, ‘she said, 
they met again while on a train 
from Texas and from then until 
1932 they met five or six times a 
year. 

In 1932, Miss Sabine testified, she 
was employed by the Distributors’ 
Group, Inc., a Wall street firm 
“which dealt in 28 different kinds 
of stock.” Then she took the posi- 
tion as his confidential secretary 
and, she said, served him faithfully, 
giving practical advice as to stock 
values and prospects, 

Allen N. Bernstein, a member of 
the New York Stock Exchange, 
testified that 20 per cent was a rea- 
sonable charge for such services as 
she said she had performed as ad- 
viser to the defendant.

J. D. Wooster Lambert is a mem- 
ber of the St. Louis family which 
made a fortune from the manufac- 
ture of Listerine and formerly was 
vice-president, secretary and treas- 
urer of the Lambert Pharmacal Co. 
In recent years he has spent much 
of his time in New York, residing 
at the Park Plaza Hotel during his 
brief visite here. 

He was president of the St. Louis 
Symphony Society in 1932 and was 
one of the financial backers of Col.

Union leaders ad- 
mitted at that time that the pick- 
ets were strikers from the Emerson 
Electric Manufacturing Co. The 
plant manager testified that a 
picket called him a vile name. Dur- 
ing the demonstraton he overheard 
Sentner inform a group of workers 
„it will not be very good for you to 
go in that plant,” Hill related. Ques- 
tioned about. Sentner, Hill described 
the C I O man as “an agitator and 
organizer,” but later testified that 
he had found Sentner to be “a very 
agreeable chap.” 

Milton L. Doerbaum, employment 
manager, testifying in support of 
the company’s contention that the 
strike was an “outside” demonstra- 
tion, said that of the 1120 workers 
scheduled to work on April 12 only 
185 failed to report. Like Hill, he 
could find few Century employes in 
the picket line the first day, but 
admitted there was a gradual in- 
crease in Century pickets with 
about 30 per cent of the 600 pickets 
on duty yesterday being Century 
employes. 

Two employes exhibited discol- 
ored eyes, which they said they re- 
ceived at the hands of pickets. Wil- 
liam F. Reed said he was hit by a 
picket when he informed a group 
of employes that “the plant en- 
trance was open.” Oather Simp- 
son testified a picket struck him 
because he refused to sign a union 
membership card. 

Sentner, called to the witness 
stand by the plaintiffs, testified 
650 Century workers attended a 
strike meeting and voted for a 
walkout. Replying to questions of 
Attorney Harold F. Hecker, of plain- 
tiffs’ counsel, Sentner said he had 
lived in St. Louis 29 years and at- 
tended a university. (He is 29 years 
old, was born in St. Louis and stu- 
died architecture at Washington 
University, but was not graduated.) 
Sentner remarked during hig testi- 
mony that his voice was tired 
“from trying to get these workers 
a decent wage.” When asked by 
defense council if he was a Com- 
munist, the witness declined to 
answer on the ground that “reli- 
gion and politics does not enter 
into this.” 

Judge Kirkwood sustained a mo- 
tion to quagh the suit as it pertains 
to Local Unions 1102 and 1108, Unit- 
ed Electrical Workers, leaving 15 
individual union officers and mem- 
bers as defendants.

12 OLD-AGE CLAIMS FILED 
UNDER SOCIAL SECURITY ACT 


St. Louis Office Attributes Small 
Number to Unfamiliarity 
With Procedure. 

Twelve claims for old-age bene- 
kits under the Social Security Act 
have been filed with the St. Louis 
office of the Social Security Board 
to date, T. L. Gaukel, in charge of 
the office, announced today. Gau- 
kel attributed the small number of 
claims to the fact that many per- 
sons are not yet familiar with the 
procedure in filing claims and to 
the fact that many who are eligible 
to receive benefits have not filed 
claims because of the small amounts 

of money involved. 

Although monthly benefit pay- 
ments are not payable until 1942, 
claims for death benefits and lump 
sum payments may be filed now 
at Gaukel’s office, room 1002, in 
the new Federal Building at Twelfth 
boulevard and Market street. 

“While these lump sum and death 
benefit payments are nominal, 


earnings from Jan. 1,” Gaukel said, 
“the procedure in filing a claim is 
very simple. All that is necessary 
is the filing of a wage earner’s ap- 


' plication or, in the case of a widow, 


a widow's application, with a state- 
ment of wages secured from the 
employer. Average claims require 
simply the signatures of the appli- 
cants, and not even a sworn state- 


ment is necessary.”

‘During recent months the re- 
sponsibilities of the Supreme Court 
in interpreting and applying the 
Constitution, have been more -thor- 
oughly sifted and explored than 
ever before. It is at length becom- 
ing clear that judges do not simply 
lay a Statute alongside the Consti- 
tution and arrive at an inevitable 
result by mere measurement. 

Let me illustrate. Twenty years 
ago the Supreme Court. divided 
evenly on the validity of an Oregon 
minimum wage statute for women. 
In 1923, the District of Columbia 
act was held invalid, and in 1925 
the Arizona and Arkansas statutes 
met the same fate. Only last June 
the court reaffirmed its position in 
holding the New York Act invalid. 
But on March 29 of this year the 
court completely reversed its stand 
of 1923, 1925, and 1936 and upheld 
the minimum wage act of the State 
of Washington. 


Three Significant Facts. 


Out of this amazing experience 
come three significant propositions: 
First, In the earlier cases, the re- 
sult wag reached upon a hard and 
fast legal theory, that bore fio rela- 
tionship to the actual facts of in- 
dustrial life. Secondly, neither the 
States hor the Congress could leg- 
iglate on the evil of the Sweatshop, 
for the court had staked out a no 
man’s land within Which all organ- 
ized Government was powerless to 
act. Thirdly, the vote of a ingle 
judge, holding office for life, had 
determined the social policy of the 
nation for 20 years. 

“A week ago another striking 
demonstration was afforded in the 
five to four decisions sustainnig the 
National Labor Relations Act and 
incidentally upsetting the solemn 
pronounceméitts of the Lawyers 
Committee of tife Liberty League. 

Danger of New Interpreta tions. 

“And yet, the enlightened judg- 
ment, Which has given us these re- 
cent décisions by the narrowest of 
margin’ may be eclipsed tomorrow 
by a return to abstract theories and 
mistaken assumption The stat- 
utes récently validated may be 

led away in their application 
bit by bit until nothing remains but 
an empty victory. 

“Surely this is an unhealthy con- 
dition. The benen still lacks à suf- 
ficient number of judges whose self- 
réstraint is predictable, judges who 
are willing to see the facts as they 
are and to decide under the Consti- 
tution and not over it.

Company Asked for Evidence. 

Logan, in a telegram Sunday to 
Wilton L. Hutchings, secretary of 
the Wagner local union, requested 
evidence supporting the contention 
of the United Electrical & Radio 
Workers’ Union of America that it 
represents“ a majority of the Wag- 
ner Corporation production em- 
ployes. Logan subsequently said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that the 
request was made, “because we 
know we have to obey the Wagner 
Act and deal with representatives 
of a majority of our employes.” 

The lawyer explained that peti- 
tions signed recently by the em- 
ployes “designating certain individ- 
uals not connected with the C I O 
union as their representatives for 
collective bargaining disputes the 
union claim of majority represen- 
tation.” 

Strike Threatened. 

A strike has been threatened by 
Wagner union members, who made 
charges of discrimination by the 
company to the National Labor Re- 
lations Board. David C. Shaw, at- 
torney for the Labor Board, had 
stated that a union may establish 
its right to represent employes by 
presenting membership cards for a 
majority of the workers, which are 
not challenged by the employer as 
having been obtained through fraud 
or intimidation. On the other hand, 


| Shaw stated, a showing by an em- 


ployer of petitions circulated on 
company property and company 
time, frequently by foremen, bears 
little weight with the Labor Board, 
which regards such activity as the 
beginning of a company union. 

The Labor Board, in conducting 
an election, prepares printed notices, 
which are posted in the plant, and 
printed ballots. The company pay- 
roll roster is used as a “registra- 
tion” record of eligible voters. 
Where an employer refuses to sub- 
mit the payroll roster the records 
are obtained through subpena.

LEWISTON, Me., April 20. — Su- 
preme Court Justice Harry Manser 
today granted Lewiston and Au- 
burn shoe manufacturers a tempo 
rary injunction against à strike 
called March 24 by the United 
Shoe Workers of America, Commit- 
tee for Industrial Organization af- 
filiate. Manufacturers charged the 
strike, involving 6400 workers and 
19 factories, had been called illeg- 
ally by the union. 

Justice Manser in his ruling said: 
“The trouble is that the union came 
here and undertook to institute it- 
self as a bargaining agency before 
it was a duly constituted agent. 

“Testimony shows that six peo- 
ple, not duly elected to represent 
the shoe workers of Lewiston and 
Auburn, issued a call for the union 
to come here. 

“The union should have proceed- 
ed in the method provided under 
the Wagnér Act and made certain 
they had the required percentage of 
workers before calling the strike.”

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MEXICO QUOTES COVENANT 
TO JUSTIFY AID TO SPAIN. 


Cites Clause Pledging Protection of 
Territorial Integrity Against 
Outside Aggression. 

By the Associated Press. 


GENEVA, April 20.—Mexico cited 
the covenant of the League of Na- 
tions and the 1928 Pan-American 
convention yesterday to justify its 
willingness to provide aid for the 


Spanish Government. 

Isidro Fabela, Mexican delegate 
to the League, issued a statement 
amplifying his country’s recent 
communication to Geneva which 
opposed the non-intervention policy. 

The League Covenant, he de- 
clared, pledged protection of all 
members’ territorial integrity 
against outside aggression. 

“As Spain is the victim of ex- 
ternal aggression,” he said, “Mexico 
has given her material and moral 
help to constitutional Spain.” 

He said the Pan-American con- 
vention, signed at Havana, Cuba, 
by 21 nations, permitted shipments 
of munitions to governments en- 
gaged in civil war as long as the 
insurgents have not been recog- 
nized as belligerents. Fabela point- 
ed out that Mexico has accorded 
no such recognition to the forces 
of Gen. Francisco Franco.

The higher income tax, which 
would change only the rate with- 


an additional $75,000,000 annually 
for a grand yearly revenue of 
275,000,000 pounds sterling (about 
$1,375,000,000.) 

2. A new tax on any business 
profits which increase more than 
$10,000 a year. Income from this 
source was estimated at $10,000,- 
000,000 the first year. Chamber- 
lain called the profits tax a 
“contribution te national defense.” 

3. Application of an income 
tax on “one-man companies,” 
which have previously been 
exempt. 

The new taxation “provides an 
ever quickening approach to -the 
goal of national safety,” Chamber- 
lain said. 

He predicted the financial meas- 
ures, if adopted, would exert a 
steadying influence on the present 
upward trend toward improved 
business conditions. 

Two Sources of Danger. 

Only two contingencies might 
disturb the budget, he said: “One 
would be some great world disturb- 
ance outside of our control; the 
other, reckless expenditures for 
purposes not vitally necessary.” 

The specific income tax increase, 
he said, is three pence a pound, 
which brings the rate to five shill- 
ings a pound—or one dollar to every 
four earned by British taxpayers.

O observe mature Chinese 

trees, prolifically adorned with gor- 
geous, purple-red blossoms, surviving year 
after year in the smoke area of St. 
Louis, is to wonder if the tree is not 
worthy of a trial on the Memorial Plaza. 

Specimens, which proclaim they must 
have considerable smoke resistance, 
bloom each year in spring in the yards of 
old homes on West Pine and Lindell 
boulevards near Taylor avenue, across 
the river in the central part of East St. 
Louis, and at Shaw's Garden, where the 
emoke has killed many other plants. 

Groupings of the Chinese magnolia, 
which seldom reaches a height of more 
than 20 feet, planted inside the elms and 
aweet gums which already border the 
Plaza, would not be contrary to good 
landscaping design. 

Smoke damages or kills trees by set- 
tling on the leaves and preventing them 
from performing their natural functions, 
but the Plaza is equipped with an elab- 
orate underground piping system, that 
sprays water high into the air and which 
would be used for washing the leaves of 
amall trees during summer and fall 
nights. In the spring, the flowers bloom 
before the leaves appear. 

Washington has its Japanese cherry 
trees,.and Mobile its azaleas, besides oth- 
er cities which have selected and de- 
veloped a particular type of flower dis- 
play. A vision of the Plaza, landscaped 
with a designed planting of Chinese 
magnolias, spreading their gorgeous 
branches in the spring over beds of yel- 
low narcissi and perhaps blue scillas, 
which bloom at the same time, may seem 
difficult of realization in downtown St. 
Louis, but the tree blooming in the 
smoke area best pleads its own case, 
and is worth having judgment passed 
on it by Park t officials.

tional stage. The drive has moved 
out from Washington, D. C., to all 
parts of the United States, but de- 
tailed facts are not available in 
each community, he said. 

The important phase of the cam- 
paign now is to find out how much 
of a problem there is in controlling 
social diseases in each area, he em- 

. Regarding the incidence 
of syphilis, he said in a group of 
college students only one-half of one 
per cent might be found to have 
the disease. When applicants for 
industrial jobs are tested, it is usu- 
ally found that 5 to 6 per cent of 
them have it. In a boom oil town, 
however, he asserted, the disease 
may be almost epidemic. 

In determining venereal disease 
conditions in each community, Dr. 
Parran continued, it will be neces- 
sary to find out how many patients 
are admitted to hospitals for treat- 
ment of ailments within this clas- 
sification. It is difficult to get ac- 
curate figures on hospital cases, 
however, because many do not list 
syphilis or gonorrhea cases. 

Dr. Parran’s Campaign. 

A slender, earnest man with gray- 
ing hair, rimless glasses and a small 
mustache, Dr. Parran announced 
about @ year ago that the elimina- 
tion of such diseases by placing 
them in the spotlight of public at- 
tention would be his chief object 
while in office. 

Because the local problems are 
still very much unknown, he said, 
it is as if “the corpse is a mile 
ahead of the mourners.” He ex- 
pressed his opinion that the iden- 
tity of the diseaged patient should 
be sefeguarded, but the patient 
should be treated and he should in- 
sist that other members of his fam- 
ily come in for examination, Dr. 
Parran added. 

For all practical purposes, Dr. 
Parran declared, the disease can 
be arrested in 90 per cent of the 
cases if treatment begins early. 
Even 70 per cent can be aided if 
treatment starte several months 
after infection. 

Frequently the patient feels bet- 
ter after several treatments and 
Steps going to the clinic or doc- 
tor’s office. This, Dr. Parran said, 
is a “great tragedy” because the 
disease is usually still uncured. Its 
presence may become manifest later 
when the former patient becomes 
the parent of a syphilitic child. 

In the United States, he pointed 
out, one adult in every 10 has syph- 
Ulis, has had the disease or will ac- 
quire it in the future. The prob- 
lem now, he said, is to examine 
loca] facilities for treatment. 


Dr. Ralph C. Matson on Surgical 
Treatment of Tuberculosis. 

At a symposium this morning on 
tuberculosig, Dr. Ralph C. Matson, 
associate clinical professor of sur- 
gery at the University of Oregon 
Medical School, discussed surgical 
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sis. He stated he had had 25 years’ 
experience in collapse’ therapy, 
which included about 2000 cases of 
artificial pneumothorax (collapsing 
the lung by introducing air or gas 
in the pleural cavity) and 1000 sur- 
gical procedures. 

An operation usually disregarded 
but of immense value is to cut the 
adhesions attached between the 
lung and chest wall with an elec- 
tric scalpel. This is much simpler 
than opening the chest wall for 
severing the adhesions. 


It is not generally understood, he 
continued, that these adhesions 
keep the lung pulled out at differ- 
ent angles, which in about 60 per 
cent of the cases prevents introduc- 
tion of gas to collapse the lung and 
give it the required rest for closure 
of cavities. 


Since some types of adhesions 
cannot be operated on, and if all 
other measures fail to give the 
needed collapse for the lung, rib 
séctions should be removed to com- 
press the diseased lung. : 

Strict bed rest combined with 
these surgical methods forms the 
most effective means of combat- 
ing pulmonary tuberculosis, he con- 
cluded. More than 70 per cent of 
tuberculosis patients are aided in 
that fashion.

without organic heart trouble. In 
those with organic heart disease, 
the illness is often aggravated. The 
onset may be either gradual or 
sudden, leading rapidly to serious 
slowing down of the circulation, 
which may end fatally if untreated. 
Usual symptoms are rapid heart 
rate, palpitation, heaving cardiac im- 
pulse, enlarged heart, shortness of 
breath, attacks of asthma, “gallop- 
ing” heart rhythm, coughing, en- 
largement of the veins, collapsible 
pulsation—‘“pistol sounds”—in the 
arteries, and bronchopneumonia. 

The treatment is rest, a diet rich 
in vitamin B, or injection of 
crystalline vitamin B-1. Some dra- 
matic recoveries have been ob- 
tained. After 40 hours of treat- 
ment of one patient, Dr. Weias re- 
lated, heart murmurs disappeared, 
and in a month disease symptoms 
had been greatly reduced. «As Dr. 
Weiss showed in slides, the disease 
causes little black spots to grow 
between the blood cells of the 
heart. 


Dr. E. A. Doisy on Theelin. 


Dr. E. A. Doisy, Professor of 
Bio-chemistry at St. Louis Uni- 
versity, who is famed for having 
been the first to isolate a female 
sex hormone—theelin—announced 
at yesterday afternoon’s session 
the isolation from the sex glands 
of a sow of “dihydrotheelin,” the 
first estrogenic substance ever 
found in ovarian tissues. It took 
four tons of animal tissue to pro- 
duce onesthousandth of an ounce 
of the hormones; . 

He has also found, he announced, 
that the human placenta, the tissue 
which feeds a child before birth, 
secrets a “ketonic” form of hor- 
mone substance. It was the first 
time production of a hormone was 
found so early in the life process, 
he said. Explaining these findings 
are the first steps in studies of 
functions of the female hormones, 
Dr. Doisy would not go into the 
possibilities, but the discoveries 
mark an advancement of his work 
on theelin, which opened up an en- 
tirely new field in treatment and of 
research in women’s ailments. 

Myasthenia Gravis. 

A new theory of the cause of a 
great deal of heart disease was ad- 
vanced by Dr. George Hermann, 
professor of clinical medicine at 
the University of Texas, formerly 
on the staff of the Washington 
University School of Medicine. 
Heretofore, it has been recognized 
that weakness of the general mus- 
cular system, called myasthenia 
gravis in its extreme fomm, is 
caused by disturbance of chemical 
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New Long-Acting Insulin. 

Of great help to diabetes patients 
is the new long-acting insulin dis- 
covered recently by Hagedorn, a 
Dane, Df. Russell M. Wilder of the 

» Clinic at Rochester, Minn., 
which conducted extensive clinical 
tests with the new drug, told last

convenient than ordinary insulin, 
which must be injected several 
times a day. It is less violent than 
ordinary insulin, with consequently 
less headache causing reaction, and 
many patients using it have gained 
appreciably in strength and fitness, 
he said. Forty per cent of persons 
more than 50 years old with dia- 
betic acidosis usually die, yet one 
woman of 72 with a severe case 
benefited so much by the longer- 
acting insulin that she left the hos- 
pital in five days, Dr. Wilder as- 
serted. 

In some masculine appearing 
women, the male sex hormone has 
been found to be as many as eight 
to 12 times more abundant in e. 
cretions than in a normal man, Dr. 
F. C. Koch, professor of biochem- 
istry at the University of Chicago, 
reported. In some of these cases 
autopsies have indicated that the 
origin of the excessive male hor- 
mone is in a tumor of the adrenal 
gland on top of the kidneys, and 
the hormone may be a different 
type than that ‘found in normal 
men and women. 

Dr. Koch’s three years of study 
of the subject reaffirmed the rec- 
ognized fact that large quantities 
of both male and female hormones 
exist in both men and women, and 
the male hormones predominate in 
the man, and the female in the 
woman. One of the three isolated 
male hormones, testostryone, is 
now being made synthetically from 
animal fat and spinal tissue and 
use of it to supply glandular de- 
ficiencies in men, as theelin is used 
‘for women, is being begun, Dr. 
Koch told reporters, 


Removal of Pituitary Gland. 


Removal of the pituitary gland at 
the base of the brain, whfch con- 
trols growth, was found to be high- 
ly helpful to animals suffering from 
diabetes, Dr. Carl F. Cori, professor 
of pharmacology at Washington 
University, reported. However, the 
method is not applicable to humans 
because of the danger of the opera- 
tion and the likelihood of causing 
other ailments worse than diabetes. 

In an academic rather than a 
clinical vein, Dr. William R. Hous- 
ton of Austin, Tex., author of the 
medical best-seller, “The Art of 
Treatment,” soliloquised in a lec- 
ture at last night’s session on the 
question of how far a physician 
ought to go in giving a patient 
treatment, which he knows is 
worthless, merely to satisfy a psy- 
chological desire for it.

“As far as 
we are able to ascertain, none of 
his forebears have been recorded as 
abnormal mentally or physically,” 
he said. 


Dr. Behrens’ study of the Soy be 
gan when he was a patient at Bar- 
nes Hospital. He wag in the hos- 
pital on several occasions for treat- 
ment of foot infections. Dr. Behr- 
ens said he and his associates have 
confined their observations of the 
pituitary gland to the few  well- 
known types of hormones which 
the gland secretes, rather than the 
many other hormones of which lit- 
tle is known.

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New Machine “Sees Around” Opaque 
Bones, Disclosing Parts Invisible 
to Ordinary Rays. : 


A new X-ray machine for taking 
cross-section pictures of the human 
body at any selected depth was 
demonstrated to members of the 
American College of Physicians to- 


stitute of Radiology at Barnes Hos- 
pital, where the machine was in- 
stalled last Saturday. It is the first 
of its kind to be built in the United 
States. : 

By means of the new device it is 
possible to ph parts of the 
body which have never before been 
seen except in post-mortem dissec- 
tion. While declining to forecast 
the clinical use of the machine, Dr. 
Sherwood Moore, director of the 
institute, said “it opens up an en- 
tirely new field of X-ray.” 

The ordinary photograpb by 
Roentgen rays (Xray) is an all-in- 
clusive view directly through an 
object. In the case of the human 
body the picture shows the shapes 
of bones and organs as dark shad- 
ows, the density of the shadow in- 
dicating the thickness and texture 
of the object which caused the 
shadow. A bone behind or in front 
of a heavier, thicker bone is thus 
entirely or partly hidden in the 
ricture. 

Until the new apparatus, called 
the laminagraph“ or “X-ray focus- 
ing machine,” was developed it was 
impossible to secure a clear picture 
of the front or back of the breast 
bone because the spine obstructed 
the rays. Today the physicians saw 
such a clear picture. : 

Interior of Skull Shown: 

They also saw photographs of the 
interior of the human skull, show- 
ing the nerve channels and bone 
structures which ordinarily would 
be visible only in a cross-section of 
the head. ’ 

The inventor of the device is Jean 
Kieffer, superintendent of the me- 
chanical laboratories of the Con- 
necticut State Tuberculosis Hospi- 
tal at Norwich, Conn. 

Kieffer, who is now about 37 
years old, was born in Paris of 
Alsatian parents, Dr. Moore relat- 
ed. He came to the United States 
as a child, attended school until 
he was 12, and then went to work 
in a machine shop. After several 
years he became ill with tubercu- 
losis and entered the Norwich hos- 
pital. 

anvented It When in Bed. 

The disease attacked his breast 
bone, and the doctors told him they 
could not make a complete diagno- 
sis of the condition because X-rays 
could not photograph the bone. As 
he lay in bed he worked out a so- 
lution for the problem, a mental 
draft of plans for the “X-ray Fo- 
cusing Machine.” Later he verified 
the scheme mathematically. - 

When Kieffer was convalescing, 
Dr. Moore continued, he learned 
mechanical drawing so he could 
put the plans on paper. In 1929 he

Dr. Moore got permission from 
officials of Washington University, 
which administers the institute, to 
build a machine from Kieffer’s 
plans. Construction began last No- 
vember in the shop of R. H. Ton- 
trup, surgical instrument manufac- 
turer, at 1823 Olive street. It was 
completed last week. . | 

Kieffer came to St. Louis sev- 
eral times to supervise the con- 
struction. The entire cost of the 
machine was about that of an or- 
dinary X-ray photographic device, 
according to Dr. Moore. 

Requires, New Methods. 

Aside from experimental tests in 
which the pictures exhibited today 
were made, the machine has not 
been used clinically. Dr. Moore 
said its successful operation will re- 
quire much experience, since the 
methods which must be followed 
are entirely new. He said he be- 
lieved the Kieffer device would not 
supplant ordinary X-ray completely. 

The machine is composed of a 
specially-built Roentgen tube 
mounted in a movable frame con- 
trolled by an electric motor. The 
tube, which emits the piercing 
rays, is placed directly above a ta- 
ble where patients will be placed. 
Below the table is a frame holding 
the photographic plate. 

In operation the tube is rotated, 

at controlled speed, and the pho- 
tographic plate is rotated simul- 
taneously, in the opposite direction. 
The focal point of the ray can be 
adjusted by raising or lowering the 
tube. 
The rotation, Dr. Moore er- 
plained, eliminates from the pic- 
ture the shadows of all objects ex- 
cept those in the plane at the focal 
point, leaving the cross-section view 
at the place desired.

Provisions of Bill. 


The bill, known as the Phillips 
measure, already has passed the 
House. It Was laid over by the 
Senate committee last night for 
further hearing next Monday night. 
Chairman Briggs of Macon said 
this was done at the request of Sen- 
ator Searcy of Eminence, who, after 
being called into an executive ses- 
sion of the committee, said some 
people in his district wanted to be 
heard on the bill. 

The measure provides that 15 per 
cent of the State school fund shall 
be set aside in a special fund for 
apportionment annually to school 
districts which levy a local school 
rate in excess of 65 cents on the 
$100 assessed valuation. The ap- 
portionment would be on the basis 
of average daily attendance of pu- 
pils. Approximately 800 school dis- 
tricts in the State, mostly high 
school districts, would be eligible.

so the responsibility for increasing 


the size of the court would rest on

The country could afford to suf- 
fer the loss of Chief Justice Hughes 
and Justice Brandeis “in order to 
get rid of Butler, Sutherland, Van 
Devanter and McReynolis,’ Hay 
said. 

Urging support for the Roosevelt 
plan, Prof. Ralph Fuchs of the 
Law School of Washington Univer- 
sity, said the purpose for which the 
Supreme Court was established was 
not to decide the constitutional law 
of the United States, but to decide 
cases under the Constitution. 

The Rev. Edward Dowling of St. 
Louis University called the court 
the “American House of Lords,” 
and a “lame duck” court. Cal A. 
Ward of the Kansas Farmers’ Un- 
ion, now a regional director of the 
Federal.

HE custom of giving young 
growing things as springtime 
gifts is as old as humanity, al- 
most as old as springtime. 

This year, as in the thousands of 
years that are gone, children all 
over the world are being made hap- 
py by the gifts of springtime pets 
puppis, kittens, white wooly lambs 


calves and colts. But if the happi- 
ness that these pets bring is to be 
lasting it is necessary to use some 
judgment in selecting them. 
Country children are fortunate in 
being able to give proper care to 
any young thing that comes their 
way. But the city child and his 
pet will both suffer if the animal 
is not suited to its environment. 


The first pet I ever had that real- 
ly was my own was a chicken that 
grew up to be a bantam rooster. 
His name was Apollo, and he was 
a very handsome rooster indeed. 

That was in the country, though, 
where a chick had a perfectly good 


en, In the city it’s different. When- 
ever I pass a pet shop window filled 
with fluffy chicks, or rabbits with 
wiggly noses, I feel very sad, I 
always say, “Oh, please, Lord, make 
country people buy them; and teach 
city people it’s a sin to kill things, 
even with kindness.” 

It is true that an occasional rab- 

bit, and, far more rarely, a chicken 
does survive. I knew a cab driver 
once who had bought a baby chick 
for his little Boy, and it grew up to 
be a hen and laid eggs in a win- 
dow box. But I think most of us 
would find that the neighbors would 
object to cackles and crows. Also, 
most cities have ordinances for- 
bidding the keeping of chickens in 
residential districts. So if you buy 
a baby chick as a pet you must ex- 
pect it to die shortly, or, if it 
grows up, you will have to dispose 
of it. In either case the child for 
whom the chick was bought is go- 
ing to be made unhappy. And that 
wasn’t the object at all. 
A rabbit has a better chance to 
survive than a baby chick. But do 
you know that a healthy rabbit is 
apt to gnaw the rugs, the furniture, 
your shoes and the window cur- 
tains, as well as your cherished ivy? 
That makes rabbit keeping some- 
thing of a nuisance if it is neces- 
sary to keep the rabbit permanently 
indoors, 

But people who have back yards 
can have a lot of fun with a rab 
bit. Rabbits do not thrive indoors, 
but when a clean, dry, sunny, draft- 
less place can be provided in the 


garden they do very well. Rabbits 


are not sensitive to low tempera- 


tures if they are kept dry and are 
protected against drafts. If you 
have any idea of making a garden 
the rabbits should be cooped; but 
the simplest kind of cage will hold. 
them. 

The cage should be at least two 
feet wide and several feet long, 
even if you have only one rabbit. 
A sleeping box, open only on one 


or straw in winter and sawdust in 
summer is a necessity. If the cage 
is in an unsheltered location the 
northern, eastern, and western sides 
should be boarded up or covered 
with canvas during the winter. 
Many people seem to think that 
vegetable scraps alone are suffi- 
cient food for rabbits. And even 
more people think that any old 
wilted or mildewed trimmings are 
good enough. But they are ‘hot. 
Spoiled or wet vegetables are sure 
to give the rabbits colic. And in 
addition to the vegetables, rabbits 
must have some grain. Hay, oats, 
a bran or alfalfa mash should al- 
ways be included in the rabbit's 
diet. When it comes to vegetables, 
rabbits are not a bit choosy—liet- 
tuce, grass, clover, plantain, celery, 
beets, kale, carrots—any vegetable 
you happen to have is welcome. But 
when the rabbits are new it is nec- 
essary to be careful in feeding 
green food, for if the rabbits had

Give green food sparingly at first 
and gradually increase it. 

No one can tell you ‘how much 
to feed rabbits because individ- 
ual appetities vary considerably. 
But it is important to feed them all 
they want twice a day, and to re- 
move all uneaten food at once. 

At one time there was a super- 
stition that rabbits didn’t drink wa- 
ter. That was a superstition—not 
a fact. Rabbits must always have 
access to fresh, clean water. 

Most of the rabbits sold as pets 
are Polish rabbits which are small 


and completely white; or the so- 


called Himalayan rabbits which 
are marked just like the baby giant 
panda but never saw the Him- 
alayas—the strain was established 
and fixed by English breeders.

OW, it after all I’ve said about 

the disadvantages of buying 

baby chicks as pets, you are 
still determined to buy baby chicks, 
I guess the least I can do is to tell 
you how to take care of them. 

First, baby chicks are not pets. 
A full grown rooster or hen may 
make a swell pet; but little chicks 
are too perishable. The baby chicks 
that are offered for sale are rare- 
ly more than a week old. They are 
easily. injured, and even very gen- 
tle handling is too exhausting for 
them, So the first thing to do is 
to make them a brooder. Of course 
you will have several chicks—I can 
think of nothing more forlorn than 
a solitary small chicken. 

A space in the kitchen, two feet 
by three, is large enough for the 
chicks. This space should be cov- 
ered with several layers of news-. 


paper and surrounded by a fence 


about six inches high—the fence 
may be made of wire or wood; and 
it may be more than six inches high 
but shouldn’t be lower. Then take 
an ordinary corrugated cardboard 
box such as groceries are packed 
in, and, after cutting doorways all 
around it, invert the box on the 
paper. An electric bulb painted 


black and suspended inside the box 
will give warmth enough if it is 
kept burning constantly. The elec- 
tric bulb should hang from the 
center of the box—so foolish little 
ehickens cannot wedge themselves 
into a corner and be injured. 

The floor should be covered with 
gravel or coarsely chopped clean 


straw. 


One of the small drinking 


fountains, specially designed for 
baby chicks, should be used to 
supply their water as such a foun- 
tain keeps the water level constant 
but shallow, and there is no danger 


that the chicks will drown. 


Such 


a fountain need be filled only once 
a day while open saucers must be 
replenished every couple of hours. 

There are as many recommended 
diets for baby chicks as there are 
poultry keepers, but I think the 


most satisfactory one for half a 


dozen chicks that are kept in the 
house is this: first thing in the 
morning, very early, mix a mashed, 
hard boiled egg with about a tea- 


cupful of rolled oats. 


(This should 


be fed in shallow: dishes that are 
not easily upset, and are so placed 
that all of the chicks may eat at 
once. As soon as they have eaten 
the dishes must be removed as the 
mixture will spoil quickly in a 
warm room.) Then about 10 o’clock, 
feed any good commercial mixture 
that is prepared especially for baby 
chicks. This should be scattered 
on the floor so they will have to 


scratch for it. 


About noon or a 


little after, give them some more 
of the dry food. And about 5 o'clock 
they should have another meal of 


rolled oats and egg. 


The important thing is to feed 
the chicks at least four times a 
day; to feed them all they want 
at a time; and to remove the egg 
dishes as soon as they are empty 
or the chicks have mopped eating. 

. 


ANY commercially» prepared 
mashes are available and may 
be substituted for the egg and 


oats mixture. They may be fed 
dry or moist, but chicks usually eat 
more if the mash is moist. But it 


should not be wet, just slightly 
moistened. This should be alter- 
nated with the chopped grains; 
and they in time will be replaced 
by whole grains. And by that time 
the chickens will be outdoors. and 
you'll be glad. 

If they can be kept properly, both 
rabbits and chickens, grown chick- 
ens, make nice pets for children. 
They are gentle and not too clever 
so that children who are really too 
small to have dogs or cats can en- 
joy them, Of course they mustn’t 
be mauled. But children rarely try 
to handle large chickens, and yet 
they do like to watch them. 

The temptation to pull a rabbit's 
ears is so great that even some 
adults who should-know better are 
unable to resist it. But I think that 
if the child is told that it hurts the 
rabbit to have its ears pulled, as it 
most certainly does, any little boy 
or girl will learn to have a good 
time feeding the rabbit and strok- 
ing it and will let its ears alone. 
A rabbit should never, under any 
circumstances, be lifted by its ears 
—they may look like handles but 
they are not. 

One thing to remember about all 
pets that are kept outdoors is that 
they require sun. But -providing 
sunlight does not mean that the 
animals should be exposed to con- 
stant summer sun from which they 
cannot escape. Just as sun is a 
necessity in building up resistance 
in disease, so shade is necessary as 
protection against excessive sun. 
All the creatures we like and keep 
as pets need sunshine, but all of 
them are susceptible to sunstroke 
or heat prostration. 

In providing outdoor cages, or 


runs, it is necessary to haye the 


cages built in a spot that is partially 
shaded, or to build them so that 
about half the cage is shaded at 
all times. 

Remember, though, that chickeng 
and rabbits are for children who 
have back yards; and that apart- 
ment children may have just as 
much fun with half grown. puppies 
or good sized kittens, or even fish 
or birds or white mice.

ERNST LUBITSCH. . IT IS

out relief. A great many people 


in the head, and if the intestinal 
tieup can be averted, the sensory 

can be stopped. I don't 
think it means that if a cathartic 
works and stops an attack of mi- 
graine, the migraine is due to intes- 
tinal absorption. 


The most treatment sim- 
ply aims to stop an attack not 
to cure the underlying condition. 
This has been possible with a drug = 
known as ergotamine tartrate. It 
must be given hpyodermically un- 
der the care of a physician. If 
taken at the beginning of an attack, 
it will stop the attack in a great 
many instances. Of 120 patients in 
one series reported, the initial trial 
resulted in abrupt and complete re- 
lief of the migraine attack in 107. 
Many patients have used ergota- 
mine for more than a year, and 95 
per cent have obtained relief in 
each of the repeated cases in which 
ergotamine has been used. 

Very few ill effects have been 
reported, but there is a possibility, 
and for that reason it should be 
given yinder the care of a physi- 
cian. Practically all physicians 
are familiar with its action and use 
today, since it was first reported 
nearly 11 years ago, and has be- 
come very popular lately. 

It is of no value by, mouth, and 
will not prevent future attacks. 

How it acts is unknown. After 
its injection both systolic and dia- 
stolic blood pressures and pulse 
rate fall. It is known to increase 
blood flow through thé brain. None 
of these actions are sufficient to 
account for the beneficial effect in 
migraine. 


QUESTIONS FROM READERS. 

Mrs. B. T.: “Is there any way of 
whitening dark teeth? My teeth 
remain dark and yellow in spite of 
the fact that I brush them daily.” 

Answer: There is no external 
way to whiten teeth beyond their 
natural shade. It is possible, by 
very severe operations to the in- 
side of the teeth, to whiten them, 
but this is not advisable.
